She:, wanted to clarify that It Was information 
she Was referri ng to an d not a threat of harm so she. added the 
Word "letter". I I said she did not. know at the time that 

explosive devices could be sent by letter. She realized that it 
Was possible only after she read about, the recent letter bombs in 
the newspaper. She emphasized that, she had never and would never 
threaten, anyone . 


I I said she realizes now that letters could be mis- 

interpreted , but that at. the. time she. wrote them, It, was only a 
means of relating her ideas, not threats, to the. individuals 
addressed or. mentioned.
